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ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1954. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1954. 

A  study  of  the  vital  statistics  will  show  that  the  general  health 
of  the  population  of  the  area  remains  good  and  in  some  respects 
compares  most  favourably  with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  total  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  188,  95  male 
and  93  female.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  (corrected)  of  15.72  per 
1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  17.15  for  1953.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  15.20.  Although  there  were  .6  more 
births  this  year  than  in  1953  the  fact  that  the  population  has 
increased  by  400  (approx.)  accounts  for  the  lower  birth  rate.  Strange 
as  this  would  appear  it  is,  nevertheless,  quite  true  and  it  is  further 
evidence  of  the  continued  decline  in  the  birth  rate  each  year  since 
1947. 

There  was  an  increase  of  four  in  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  as  compared  with  last  year,  and  the  number  of  still  births 
was  six  the  same  as  in  1953. 

Deaths. 

There  were  97  deaths  during  the  year,  56  male  and  41  female, 
giving  a  corrected  death  rate  of  10.64  per  thousand  population. 
This  is  an  increase  of  10,  all  female  deaths,  over  the  number  for 
the  previous  year.  As  usual  heart  disease  (No.  18-20)  accounted 
for  the  largest  single  group  resulting  in  38  of  the  total  deaths  as 
compared  with  21  in  1953.  Of  these  38  deaths  15  viz.  :  11  male 
and  four  female,  were  due  to  coronary  disease,  angina  (disease  of 
the  blood  vessels  supplying  the  heart  muscle).  There  were  only 
three  deaths  from  the  same  cause  last  year.  It  is  thought  that 
the  presence  of  an  increased  concentration  in  the  blood  stream 
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of  a  substance  called  cholesterol  may  be  a  contributory  factor 
in  the  causation  of  the  disease  and  investigations  are  proceeding 
along  these  lines.  As  fat  and  eggs  are  rich  sources  of  Cholesterol 
it  is  recommended  that  over  indulgence  in  these  food-stuffs  should 
be  avoided  especially  by  those  people  having  a  familial  tendency 
to  coronary  disease.  Whatever  the  cause,  it  is  to  be  earnestly 
hoped  that  this  upward  trend  is  of  a  temporary  nature  only. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  three  deaths,  all  male,  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age.  This  constitutes  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  15.90  which 
compares  most  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
which  was  25.5.  Of  the  three  deaths,  two  occurred  in  hospital 
when  each  child  was  three  days  old,  one  as  a  result  of  haemorrhage 
of  the  brain  associated  with  an  abnormal  presentation  and  the 
other  followed  haemorrhage  of  the  liver.  The  third  infant,  aged 
six  hours,  died  following  haemorrhage  of  the  brain  associated  with 
prematurity. 

That  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  as  a  whole  continues  to 
show  a  favourable  downward  trend  year  by  year  is  a  cause  for 
rejoicing  ,and  must,  presumably,  be  a  direct  result  of  the  better 
standard  of  living  enjoyed  by  the  population  in  general  and  in 
particular  to  the  educational  and  preventive  measures  afforded 
the  pregnant  mother  by  the  General  Practitioners,  the  Hospital 
Services  and  the  Local  Health  Authorities. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  in  October.  The 
cases  numbered  36  and  were  mostly  from  the  Welbeck  Colliery 
area. 

There  were  only  six  cases  of  measles  notified  in  spite  of  the 
epidemic  in  surrounding  districts.  That  this  was  only  temporary 
relief  was  vividly  demonstrated  by  the  rapid  rise  in  notifications 
in  the  beginning  of  1955. 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  numbered  14.  Fortunately  this  disease 
continues  to  be  of  the  mild  variety  but  the  more  serious  type 
is  always  liable  to  occur,  either  in  sporadic  or  epidemic  form,  and 
this  should  always  be  borne  in  mind. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria.  This  is  pleasing 
to  note  but  nevertheless  parents  would  be  well  advised  to  regard 
this  disease  in  its  proper  perspective  and  to  make  every  effort 
to  have  their  children  protected  against  its  possible  re-appearance 
amongst  us. 
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Housing. 

The  Housing  Repairs  &  Rent  Act,  1954,  came  into  force  in 
August.  A  survey  of  the  district  was  made  and  all  the  houses 
considered  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  were  inspected  and  a 
scheme  outlining  the  proposed  action  to  be  taken  was  formulated 
and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  support  during  the  year. 
To  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Wombell,  and  colleagues  of  the 
various  departments  for  their  advice  and  co-operation.  I  would 
like  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  good  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  and  finally  to  express  my  thanks  to  both  Miss  Naylor, 
our  late  clerk,  and  Miss  Harpham,  her  successor  in  office.

There  were  110  primary  vaccinations  performed  during  the 
year  as  against  165  during  1953.  You  will  recall  that  there  was 
a  suspected  case  of  Smallpox  in  the  district  in  1953  and  this  resulted, 
as  might  be  expected,  in  74  persons  over  the  age  of  five  submitting 
to  vaccination  for  the  first  time.  The  number  of  children  under 
the  age  of  five  vaccinated  during  1954  was  actually  107,  i.e.,  16 
more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Mothers  are  constantly  being  advised  to  have  their  children 
vaccinated  during  infancy  but  the  response  to  our  appeals  leaves 
a  lot  to  be  desired.  The  most  frequent  reason  for  refusal  is  that 
“  Father  is  not  agreeable/'  It  would  be  interesting  to  see  if  the 
acceptance  rate  increased  if  mothers  allowed  their  husbands  to 
bring  the  children  to  the  clinic  occasionally. 


Measles. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  99 
during  1953. 

Whooping  Cough. 

36  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  seven 
in  1953. 
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Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

Four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  three  male  and  one 
female  were  notified.  Three  of  these  were  admitted  to  a  Sanatorium. 
One  male  aged  58  years  who  had  been  a  victim  of  the  disease  for 
approximately  one  year,  died  during  the  year. 

A  register  in  which  details  of  every  case,  both  pulmonary 
and  non-pulmonary,  occurring  in  or  transferred  into  the  district 
is  kept.  As  this  present  register  has  been  in  existence  since  1924 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  bring  it,  as  far  as  possible,  up  to  date. 
Each  last  known  address  of  persons  named  therein  is  being  personally 
visited  and  information  about  progress  etc.  is  being  obtained. 
It  is  hoped  to  have  the  survey  completed  by  the  end  of  1955.

School  Health  Service. 

This  service  is  also  provided  by  the  Nottingham  County 
Council  and  two  clinics  are  held  each  week.  The  most  common 
ailments  are  nasopharyngeal  in  origin,  i.e.,  infections  of  the  nose 
and  throat.  Quite  a  number  of  children  are  referred  with  defective 
hearing  which  has  been  discovered  during  the  Audiometer  tests 
carried  out  at  the  schools.  If  the  defect  is  considered  to  be  due 
to  some  other  more  serious  condition  than  e.g.  wax,  then  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  a  specialist  examination  at  one  of  the  Hospitals. 

It  was  not  possible  to  obtain  the  attendance  figures  month 
by  month  but  the  total  for  the  year  was  1,396.

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  fourth  Annual 
Report  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 


THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  hunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  Nos.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate  of 
pumping  is  2,685,000  gallons  per  day. 

A  reduction  in  the  consumption  of  electricity  has  resulted 
from  the  installation  of  the  new  switch  gear  and  regulators,  and 
at  the  same  time  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  sand 
extracted  from  the  boreholes. 

A  further  increase  in  the  total  hardness  of  the  water  is  shown 
from  the  results  of  the  chemical  analyses  and  averaged  271  parts 
per  million  during  the  year  compared  with  253  p.p.m.  in  1953, 
241  p.p.m.  in  1952  and  228  p.p.m.  in  1951. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chloramination. 

Six  chemical  and  twenty-five  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  the  Budby  Station  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.

John  Evans,  (A.  H.  Allen  &  Partners) 
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It  was  not  found  necessary  to  use  the  emergency  water  supply 
from  Bradmer  Hill  Waterworks,  but  all  pumping  machinery,  etc., 
is  kept  in  good  running  order  should  such  a  necessity  arise.  Samples 
of  this  water  which  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  showed 
it  to  be  of  good  bacteriological  quality. 

A  considerable  increase  is  shown  in  the  number  of  samples 
taken  from  private  dwellings  and  of  the  61  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  eight  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
The  latter  were  taken  from  either  the  Rock  Cottages  at  Warsop 
Vale  or  Forest  Hill  Lodge  Farm.  At  the  cottages  a  leak  was  found 
on  the  2-in.  branch  main  supplying  these  properties,  and  as  the 
3-in.  main  from  which  this  branch  is  taken,  had  been  flushed  from 
time  to  time  to  remove  sediment,  it  is  thought  that  contaminated 
water  had  been  sucked  into  the  pipes  at  the  point  where  the  leak 
was  found.  Furthermore,  no  residual  chlorine  existed  in  this 
branch  main  initially,  having  been  absorbed  by  the  sediment, 
consequently  the  water  had  no  defence  against  the  growth  of 
bacteria  which  might  gain  access. 

The  water  supply  from  Forest  Hill  Lodge  Farm  is  from  a 
shallow  well  and  consideration  is  being  given  to  have  this  water 
chlorinated,  or  if  practicable,  to  have  it  replaced  with  a  mains  supply. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

This  is  the  first  full  years  usage  of  the  considerable  extensions 
which  have  been  made  to  the  existing  sewage  works.  The  initial 
results  were  disappointing  in  that  of  the  eight  samples  of  final 
effluent  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year,  only  three  of  these 
were  entirely  satisfactory.  This  gradual  improvement  was  gained 
in  the  light  of  working  experience  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  (June,  1955),  a  recent  sample  taken  by  the  Trent  River 
Board  has  been  classified  as  “  Good.” 

There  has  not  been  any  regular  or  adequate  removal  of  sludge 
from  the  works  during  the  year,  and  this  is  a  problem  likely  to 
cause  some  concern  in  the  near  future.  As  the  surrounding  farm 
land  is  marginal  in  character,  one  would  expect  there  to  be  a  con¬ 
siderable  demand  for  this  sludge  as  a  fertiliser,  but  this  does  not 
seem  to  be  the  case,  although  transport  and  manpower  costs  for 
handling,  are  undoubtedly  the  main  deterrent.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  to  be  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection.  Three 
vehicles  of  the  low  loading  type  were  used  on  this  work,  one  of  which 
was  kept  as  a  spare  vehicle  in  case  of  breakdown.  No  serious 
difficulties  were  experienced  in  maintaining  a  regular  collection  of 
household  refuse  and  continued  use  of  the  exchange  bin  system 
at  Council  and  N.C.B.  properties  has  been  a  major  contributory 
factor.  It  is  noteworthy  that  although  some  779  houses  have  been 
built  in  the  post  war  period  the  only  additional  labour  employed 
is  one  man  during  the  winter  months. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was 
carried  out  wholly  at  the  Carrs,  Church  Street,  where  a  sizeable 
area  has  now  been  recovered.  Part  of  this  area  contained  the 
only  recoverable  soil  on  this  site,  and  therefore  this  was  stripped 
and  it  is  estimated  that  some  one  thousand  tons  is  now  available 
for  future  use. 
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As  in  previous  years  the  collection  of  wastepaper  salvage 
was  carried  out  by  the  refuse  removal  lorries.  The  increase  in 
levy  on  trailers  under  the  Transport  Act,  1953,  together  with  the 
considerable  cost  which  would  have  been  incurred  in  replacing 
the  dilapidated  trailers,  resolved  the  Council  to  find  some  alternative 
means  of  carrying  salvage  on  the  refuse  vehicles.  Accordingly  a 
detachable  aluminium  container  was  made  to  specification  for 
fixing  to  the  rear  doors  of  the  refuse  lorries  and  these  have  proved 
satisfactory  in  every  respect. 

Tonnage  collected  during  the  year  again  shows  an  improvement 
on  last  years  figures  and  is  the  highest  total  ever  collected  by  this 
authority.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Eighteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  14,400  gallons  of  petrol.  Nine  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  eight  had  electric  pumps 
and  one  stored  in  metal  barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during 
the  year  and  no  contraventions  of  note  were  found. 


Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Carrs  tip  has  required  frequent  attention  and  is  likely 
to  do  so  while  tipping  continues. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  concerning  venitlation,  heating,  lighting,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  handwashing  facilities,  for  which  the  Council 
are  responsible.  Improved  handwashing  facilities  were  secured  at 
one  shop  and  re-decoration  at  two  others  whilst  other  minor  defects 
were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  the  visit  or  remedied  by  informal 
action. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  150  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  within 
the  district.  These  in  the  main  continued  to  be  satisfactory  and 
ten  premises  which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal 
action. 

No  contraventions  of  the  byelaws  as  to  handling,  wrapping 
and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air,  were  found 
during  routine  inspection  of  shops,  vehicles  and  places  where  food 
is  prepared. 

Swabs  were  taken  from  the  drinking  glasses  at  all  the  six 
public  houses  within  the  district,  and  as  a  result  of  these  activities 
all  these  premises  now  have  satisfactory  washing  facilities  in 
conjunction  with  dispensers  and  sterilising  agent. 

Cutlery  and  plates  at  three  school  kitchens  and  various  items 
of  equipment  at  the  Central  School  Meals  Kitchen  were  also  swabbed. 
Follow  up  swabs  together  Avith  advice  and  guidance  were  necessary 
at  two  school  kitchens,  and  the  central  kitchen  before  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained.

Three  samples  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  by  animal 
inoculation  and  all  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Of  the  63  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  examination  it  is 
noteworthy  that  none  of  the  samples  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed 
tests. 


Results  of  all  laboratory  tests  of  samples,  whether  favourable 
or  adverse,  were  communicated  to  the  persons  from  whom  the 
samples  were  obtained. 

Since  November,  1952,  only  special  designated  milks  may  be 
sold  in  this  district. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Section  14. 

There  are  21  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice  cream,  20  of 
these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  one  for  manu¬ 
facture,  storage  and  sale.  This  manufacturer  uses  the  heat  treat¬ 
ment  process  and  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations 
were  complied  with. 

In  all  cases  where  ice-cream  is  sold  from  shops  it  is  sold  wrapped 
as  received  from  the  manufacturers.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggest  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Inspection  of  the  manufacturers  premises  showed  that  the 
Grade  III  sample  was  due  to  faulty  refrigeration  plant  and  follow 
up  samples  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Fourteen  water-ice  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  four  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing  prepared 
meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  14,  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938.  Frequent  inspections  of  these  premises  showed 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
